denial and Jelf-abafement in an eminent degree. — 
Not attached to any fe£t or party, fhe efteem'd 
and revered the pous of every name and nation ; 
her capacious foul embracing the whole of man- 
kind, as the offspring of one and the fame com- 
mon parent, and tht redeemed of one and the fame 
common Saviour \ — In fhort, her love was fo dif- 
fufive, it extended to all parties and degrees, 
feeking every opportunity of doing good with- 
out partiality ; evidencing in every adkion of her 
life, (fully confirmed at her death) that the 
religion fhe profcfTed, direfts to heavenly wif- 
dom and heavenly love, and that all its paths 
arc Peace.

T\ EBECCA'THORNHILL, afterwards 
JX SCtJDAMORE, was born the 25th of 
Janoary, in the year 1729, in Bristol 5 whcr^ 
iier father was a furgeon of coqfiderable emi- 
jience^ but in the decline of life retir'd*— 
Her mother was endow'd with an extraordinary^ 
:good natural underftanding*, improved hy more 
than ufual literary education^ tho' unhappily 
hnbibed principles of fcepticifm and infidelit^^ 
which learning and good abilities too fre- 
quently furnifti weapons for defending. — But 
it pleafed God to difcover, and (he became 
fully convinced, that Reafon ^nrenewed^ is 
realty a Slave to the human Willi that there- 
fore her book learning muft yield to an higher 
Inftrudor, and that rt was mecr fooli(hinefs 
. when compared to that wifdom which is to be 
derived from a^bove, the Jburi:e of all true 
w^fdomand knowledge: — That her immortal 
part (the foul) ought to have her chief concern^ 
and to' provide for its eternal fafety ought to

This will appear by the following brief ac- 
count, rcceiv'd from my late dear friend R. S. 
only a few m^ths pWYiou^. to,ber death, by 
a perfon who attended her, and by whom it

years old when her mother died,— ^that arbout 
y^^r years before her' death, her, mother was 
awakened, and became truly religious.; that 
then (he difcovcrcd fingular affedion for^Reiecca, 
tho' before had flicw'd a preference and greater 
liking to' W other chiW^^ after this,

ChrifiiaHs^t No, faid the child, tfeaf cannot be ; 
the felf-denying liv^s of thofe Jbat^'e heard 6f 
in the Gofpels, and the Life of J«sus CHRiSTi 
were quite different.*^ — R. &. faidiJscr. Father 
gjreatly^pofed her Mother going 4imongft: the 
MethdMflSy - who came - <>ut about this tiroe> 
{upwards of 50 years tirice) whofe miniftry (he 
was very dcfirous'of attenlding ;'i— that to pre- 
vent it^ he even confin'd her to the houfc, 
treating her with xhtich feverity ; but that (be; 
notwkhftahding, found means for frequent 
opportunities: — And,;thati't is probable her 
Mother j (under fuch c^rcumftanccs) was led 
to fome little irrcgdarities, and to pradlifc 
auftcrities not altogether defehfiblci which lecm- 
ed to hflrw produced -bodily •d4fotdcfs: *But that 
£he died happy ^ with an hope full of immortality % 
which R. S. faid, fhe well remembered, altho' 
fo young; ('mcntfohrng^ it only /Ar*^V^^ before 
her own <}eceafe;)'alfo that thcrvMother told 
thbfe about her, on the-day of her death; that 
(he was then going tofpend an etirmil Sabbath 
with her Sawour.^^^^Thsit the night 'preceding, 
fhe fcnt for Rebecca^ and' faid. She had a pro^ 
mifefQr her^ — that tker^ was an everlafiingin^ 
heritance prepared for her ; and ihujbefl^ould 
'meet her '4n the next wbrA/.— She further related, 
that after the death of h^r Mother, '3icr Father 
became very unhappy, and was fdied with a 
-fit of ficknefs, infomuoh that it. war appre- 
B a hended 
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faeiuied he could not rccovcr;^--That he thfft 
declared^ Ife nsfQuld never h(^pe am one ppp^^^ 
-per/on on account of religion ; but^ iaid he, let 
fucb an one go the way be likes. And. it wa? 
really obfcrr'd, he never did oppofe his daughter 
R. S. when £he becatnie religious, many years 
afterwards.; her Father being then aliye.— -Shp 
faid, he married again in about nine months, 
to a very worthy woman, whom the childrea 
of his former wife loved, as if ihe had been 
their own Mother ;— that this fecond wife had 
a long and painful illnefs, during which^ 
Rebecca, then about eighteen years- ^ (sge, at- 
tended her; and her Mother-in-law ^oul^ 
frequently fay, that God n»ould reward her for 
it, by ginning Rebecca a good child, to attend her 
alfo in her loft moments ; — This R. S. would 
^ often declare was. literally fulfilled, in Nan cy 
Edkins, whom fhe had taken under her care 
irom a childj^ and whom ihe always termed bfr 
Child. 

In about eighteen iponth^ after the d^ath ^ 
this fecond wife, R. S, faid, her Father mar*- 
ricd again, to one of a different defcription, a 
pcrfon of much gaiety.— Obferving, that when 
ihe had attained the age of twenty-^oncj Coun^ 
fellor Scudamore comxnenc'd her Suitor, hut 
fxom fome difagreemcnt about a marriage fet- 
llement, the ,x»atfef drop*d ;— that ijie Jthca 
took a journey, with her Mother-in-^^y?, to 
the City x£ York, there fpending k^m^ months ; 
during which ihe ha4 f^veral px<:e?ding g<)Qd 
-offers, svhich ib« rcfufedj and nothipig could 

make 
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make her forget the firft (the Counfellor) for 
wjbom (he had conceiv'd a fingular affcSion ^ 
i^wen led her to pray and promije^ that if 
Odd would give her the man (he loved, y^? 
wotdd devote btrfelf to God}-— that fomc time 
ffter her return home, the Counfellor renew'd 
hi$ oviertures, and on the 25th day of Ma^y 
175^, (whefir flie had attained tweuty- three 
yenrs. of ag^ and upwards) they were married. 
*— And (he now entered the fafliionablc world, 
^nd into a full participation of its cnjoy«- 
#nent$*r-**Thu8 far the account given by R. 8* 
— Our intimacy commenced in I757f about 
^ve years after her marriage, and I had the 
favor of being much in her company, which 
was the moft agreeable and pleaf^nt I had ever 
met with.— Her mien and manner were very 
engaging,— naturally of a fprightly and cheer- 
ful difpofition, always preferving an equani- 
mity of temper, even on very trying occafions, 
tho* no one.poflcflcd of more quicker or more 
exquifijte fenfibilities.— ^Her conjugal aifec*- 
tions, which at thie time met with reciprocal 
return, to me appeared carried too high^ mak«>- 
ing her hufband an idol ; and in the freedom 
of converfation, I once remarked, that rfierc 
was but one blemifli in her chara£ter,-~an 
cxcefs of creaturt^ love, which I wiflicd her tp 
rcftrain :-^She receiv-d the reproof with a j^/^, 
and faid, Ikve my friend for her opennefsi Aarf 
I do hve wy bufrand^ and do not at prefent^ fee 
any reafmfor atering jnyconduM.

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Her amiable qualities, good fcnfe/and en- 
gaging demeanor, endeared her to all her very 
extenliveand polite acquaintance,, with whom 
we often met at aflcmblies, and other places of 
public amufcment, conforming to the cuft<>itl$ 
and faftiions of the times ; which rendered our 
company acceptable, and indeed aiibrded. fome 
pleafure, tho'.no real falisfadtionr; for amidft 
all our gaiety, each of us ft\t at intervals, tho' 
tjDO, too much unheeded and neglcded, am&^> 
nitor within, a dejire after GOD3. an attraSUdff^ 
that I believe every man and woman living is 
forced ta feel y whether ke will or. no^*^-'*^ for it is 
a truths that GOD hath a certain fecret power 
^mtbin the human heart j which is watching every 
tfpport unity of ' faying fomething^ either (f the 
vanity of the. workl^^ or the guilt- or confequ&nces 
cffn ; -^thai .without arguments j . rifes up in. the 
foul; and would be doing fome good to ity if not 
quenched and reffied^ by the noife and httrry either 
ofpleafur£s or bufinefs z^^\ti fliort,. the human 
heart want's nothing but GOD^ and nothing hut 
the heart can receive him ^^-^this is the only place 
^adfeai of Religion^ and of all Comniumcatisn 
between GCWiiandimafpp^hr the f out bath an 
infinite defirey and, an \ infinite capacity^ which 
mthing but an infinite goad can fatisjy.^^-^Tbete^ 
fore^ dear Reader^ this, ivtemal fentimmty this 
MJiinSr(f.gogdnefii\i5 the prefervation and the 
favitfg man from being Mke to the beafls and 
fallen Jpirits. — It is preventing Grace ^ becattfe 
it prevents y Dt goesh^rev andris not given 
for any thing we have done. And it is a glorious 
Truth, that there is no partiality in GOD, but

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that ivery biftnM foul hath a gentral edit and 
a.gmtral.capwity to obtain falvattm: In this 
degree of Redemption is every creature born of 
Adam : — If we trample this pearl Mnder our feet ^ 
our deJiruSlion is then from ourfelves ; but if we 
jtield, ifdQe:willfu^er the f^ ark of this irmjird 
Redeemer tQ kshMe. and fpreadj, the light of life to 
^rife^ Jbe toiceiof GOQ .to be heard, then will 
the Divine -Life-, be ntofi affuredfy brought fartb^ 
and when our body dies\ wejballfall into all the 
fulnefs of GOD. ^ 

I. This divinis Monitor, as before obfcrv'd, 
was felt at intervals, amidft all our gaiety :»-* 
unavoidably creating fontie uneafiriefs, and forc^ 
ing many a^^i& /—rNcverthele/s, neither of us 
pretended: to any other than a little headlcfiow* 
lcdgc,~mcerly the external fit Jhe/l pf jeligionj 
and (Pharifee like) a decQnt autfi^de appearance 
was ftriaiy obferved. — My Frieqd.was as par* 
tial to the Pre^terian, (with which (he was 
then conneifted) as I was to the efiabli/h'd Forn^ 
vfJForJhip, {in which I was educated) and our 
difference in opinion would now ahd then 
pccafion little difputes, at which my^z^aU (f6 
foolifli was J, and, void; df . under^lftndiftg,) 
would fonietimes be rather 9verh?ated,l Vftt (he 
was moderate; fo that ouc .cpotroverfies always 
lendedingood humour, without theleaft breaph 
.between: U8.=r— About fevQiiryears ^fter Qiarriage, 
(he cxperic^iced a fit ;pf ..illneft, whidx was 
much apprehended tended t^ a decline.— This, 
.and |>revious convidiQn^,;:brfOUght on fcrious 
reflexions^ lini, a ,, reeoJfft33»Qii of. the promifc 
':^, •. * ' fhe 
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(he had made of giving b^rfeif up to GOD, 
which attended her both by day and by nigfatv 
Other particulars will appear in a Letter writ- 
ten by herfelf. 

This happened in 1759, in which yeai- I 
accompanied my Friend and her Hafband to 
Weymouth, in Hope of benefiting her health/ 
*-*he left us in a few days, but we contiiiued 
there J!x nveeis.'^Hct mind was now brought 
under very deep cr^vidions^ and religious 
awakenings, tho' not from any thing we heard 
from without ; but wholly and iblely from 
an invifible divine power fecredy operating 
within ; and her attention was fo entirely fixed 
cm what ihe felt, that all inclination for con-»- 
forting with the company was uken away. «^ 
We kept only to curfelves, frequently fpendi- 
iflg maqy hours together on the fands near the 
fsatb<$re. She kept a fmall Bible in her packet, 
^n purbo(e for frequent perufal;— being fully 
£ktisfied that the Lokt> was carrying on a great 
work in her foul, (he yielded to it, patiently 
fubtoitting to the fcottrges of confcience, flio' 
it ofteft threw her into the grcateft agonies ; 
and when at our ]odgin|;s, would fall proftrate 
on htp knees, and, amazing now to recolledt ! 
Ihe Wks it this early period, fo evidently led 
in the in^arJ path^- that fhe would at fuch 
feafoiis frequently continue on her fcnees from 
^e to two Sours af a time^ in Jihnt prayet, 
when I Waited by^ h» fide j aind' ilip' it was 
irkibmd-t^ niy ftatorc^, and paitiful toimybodjp, 
yet I felt the happy'^^e^s of it in my fpirit, 

fuch 
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tnc^ as is h€Vef t6 he fof gotten * And as flic 
had- n^vcr 'been taught by any human means, 
to fcek dnd wait for divine help xnjilenf prayer^ 
Jt rtitiy with' much' truth be affirmed, and can- 
hat ht too much adrtiired, that the Lord alone 
Was hereih her Shepherd, and the ihfpiration 
of the AlMiGHTV, her leader and her guide. 

It is likewifc wonderful to fefleft, that the 
Iloly Spirit htg^n now to operate io powerfully ^ 
.by teaching afid illuminating her mind, and 
opening to hef the fcriptures, infomuch that 
<xiany paflages fhe would at this time, to my 
great aftonifhment, often explain to me in 
a moft beautiful and edifying manner. 

The day was now fixed for our leaving Wey-- 
Mo\jtH.-»-*We fat off early in the morning, and 
the following day reach'd Pensford about twelve 
o'clock at noon, where we continued until thto 
cool of the evening, (the weather being very 
hot. )-^ After refrefliing ourfelves, we retired 
to a room above flairs, intending to reft on a 
bed, but at that inftant a variety of conflicting 
jpaflions, fo fleeply exercifcd and violently agi- 
tated my poor Friend, that fhe could take no 
reft, but threw herfclf on the bed, continuing 
in an agony of prayer for the fpace oijive hours ^ 
duriag which fhe faid, Jhe had now a clear view 
\Df the fufferings that awaited her ^ and which Jhe 
was then going t& ^'encounter i^^TiMing^ that 
Ihould fhe-orove unfaithful to the difcoveries, 
which in mfcrcy, had been m^dc to her mind, 
dreadful would be the confequcncc ! — -l ^>^

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never for get what I myfelf then fclt*~She had 
by this time entirely won ibe over to the fide 
of religion ; tho* as yet I knew; very little of 
the evil J which lay undifclpfed in nny own 
heart : — I had even cnjoy'd at fcafons, a view 
of the felicities of an eternal worlds which {he^ 
had been enabled to fet forth in fuch a manner, 
that I miftakenly conceiv'd, nothing could 
ever have cffac'd its memory. But how dif- 
couraging to f9 young a beginner, was the dif- 
trefs of my dear Friend now before my eyes !. 
—In this fituation we arriv'd the fame evening 
at Bristoi,, — Her Hufband foon perceiv'd an 
alteration in us both ; — -inftead of our former 
gaiety, lightnefs, and trifling,, an unaccuftom'd 
ferioufnefs and folemnity 3 and, as he naturally 
plight, he enquired the occafion, and remon- 
ftrated. — But my dear Friend, with no lefs 
than the courage of a foul divinely animated, 
boldly declared the alartning views ihe then 
hdid of zn eternal worlJ, and of the indifpen-r 
fable neceflity of bccpming a new creature ^ iT\ 
ord^r to attain true peace here, and everlafting 
happinefs hereafter ; that ftie could no longer 
ihink of living to pleafe herfelf^ but to pleafe 
Christ, who had died for her \ and taking 
her hufband by the hand, entreated him in the 
rnofl endearing, tender manner, to unite with 
her in this one thing needful. — He really was 
afFeifted, and wept, but the imprefEon foon 
wore off,— *Fxom this time, I have abundant 
caufe to bqlievei flie never deviated from fol- 
lowinjg her Redeemer, in humility, patience, 
rcfignation, and felf-denial, fhc having pre- 

vioufly 
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vioufly fat down and counted the coft ; and 
nfce unto his dear difciples in all ages, hath at 
length, through much tribulation, entered his 
kingdom.- — At this period R. S. made a con- 
fiderable alteration in her dreft, leaving oS 
what was meerly ornamental and fuperfluous'; 
but her ideas were fo enlarged, that fhe did not 
confider this as a matter efleritialj yet from 
the knowledge fhe had of the human heart, in 
its unregenerate ftate, (he confider'd it fafer, 
as a woman profeffing godlinefs, to adorn hcr- 
felf in modeft apparel, it being well known 
that finery in drefs, is too apt to fubjecft the 
wearer to felf-eftecm ;— felf-dcnial, and bear- 
ing the crofs, being what flic was call'd to, 
and in which flie rcfolutely perfifted, iiotwith* 
ftanding the many arguments that were ufed 
for difluading her from it. — This was not from 
humour, but a noble magnanimity of foul; 
being aflilr'd by Christ himfelf, that if flie 
confefs'd him before men, he would confefs 
her before his heavenly Father.

It arofe from the folbivittg circuthftatice.— II 
had fom? years before been intimate at ilie 
houfe of a Phyficidn, ^a'feriou^ man, Itbrrig fince 
deceafed,* where I remembered feeing ottt 
piece erf W. Law's latftel- Wfitlngs, ahd o£ 
hearing the Dodlprremirk; that * ilfr. Lctb. 

* was orrce a burning and a fhining light, but^ 

* that he ii' now become a fallen ft^', •*^Thefe' 
words catiie freih ifito- tny mihd, together 
with a qtirery, iand much doubt, ^whether t

— This without 
doubt, was an anfwer to her prayers.~At the 
expiration of my two years retirement, a Friend 
of mine wanted to confult Counfellor Scudamore 
on an affair in the Law, and defired my com«- 
pany.— I could not refufc, tho* felt exceeding 
great rcludaqce; my ingratitude to his dear 
wife having juftly caus'd me to expe6t feverc 
reproaches ; but how was I difappointed I — 
I was received with open arms, and with 
»n afFedlibn not unlike the Prodigal returned 
%q his Father.— —Such unexpefted reception

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igiiite ov,crw,hd«i'd nje.— rWiC drank tea tbgc*^ 
ther; fhe invited me to another interview 
fpeedily, which was gladly complied with the 
next week following, and our friendfliip was 
happily rcnewcfJ. — This was in March, 1767, 
after a reparation of y^'u^^ years i fince whipli 
I have fcarcely ever been in her company >yithr 
out ediiication or comfort. Various difpenfai- 
tions of Divine Providence have iince thea 
Jbeen my lot; and as the inyiiible leader of 
jfouls 13 marvellous in hijs conduiSt and prooer 
4ure^ fo in particular if ba$ beien towards me ; 
and under a ^eep icpnyidion of it§ propriety, 
I was led to join a Chriftiao Cgmmunity, with 
whiQh my Friend wtis not ppnneded ; yet thi$, 
and an altjsration ^ter wards in my iituatlon 
by marriage, djd not Ipflen p\^ in hgr cfteem* 
jxor fj^e in mine* We became of pne heart and 
pf one mind ; if pp^ffiblp, in an bighier degree

occafion'd not this leaft. degree of diflfercncc

She would gladly then have given the right 
hand of fellowfhip to thofe of the community 
with which flae hjid been long conneded, but 
was not fo happy to find any to whon> it was 
agreeable. Her foul became greatly cxcrci fed^ 
and truly hungered for the bread that alone 
fatisfiesj — (he wiflied to advifc with a Gofp^t 
Minifter, and to attend a Gofpel miniftry :-- -^ 
And here may be feep, and cannot be too^ 
much admired, the adorable Providence of 
God in her behalf* 

Her heart now inclined, and cVen hef Huf- 
band granted her full permiffion, to frequent 
the Eftablijhed Churchy and to confult and take 
counfel of the Minifter of St. Werburgh's tH 
Briji(d\ whoy being himfelf experienced in the 
divine life, did both by public and private 
inllruftion, inculcate and enforce the ncccffity 
of attending tOy and feeking Gorr her Saviour^ 
within her own hearty — the very path in which 
fhe had been hitherto led; and fhe frequently 
experienced much confolatioh and confirma^ 
tion, from fuch inftrudtions and advice.

is good. — Praying, that we may daily be renewed 
by the Holy Spirit ; that it may in all thtng^ 
direSli that we may obey his godly motions i^---'

R. S. firmly believed, that 'God him/elf did

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•In. the year 177 i>R,, ?.. expedcnc^d a trials 
the moft feyere and the mofl; mer^orable of any 
duriag her piigrimage^.thisr^may properly be 
termed the latter part, of her life ^ the' nearly 
J 9 years previous to her death : She was then, 
to the a/lonifhment of ail her friend^, difmifs'd 
from her Hijiband, with an allowance of Sixty 
Pounds a year '9 — the time when, is given me 
by a frien4 ^^ thcfe words, — *^/V was on Sunday 
evening the 16^ b day of June 9 1771-" Never 
ivas any crime alledg'd againft her, but that of 
obeying the precepts of the Gojpel, and giy* 
ing herfclf up to be led and guided by the Spirit 
^Christ, — ^charg'd with no irregularity as 
ifO her connedions and conduct even in this 
refpedt; for (he never joined any religious 
community, after a full approbation from her 
Huiband for uniting with the Eftablifiiment^ 
~ With no neglect, of her family concerns, for 
they were always conduced with the greateft 
ceconomy; fhc did not even accuftom .hprfelf 
to introduce the fubjea.oi^ religion, knowing 
it to be dijfagreeable; and fuch was her dif- 
cretion, that during our intimacy and frequent 
intercourfe, (he was filent refpeding any do- 
meftic trouble or uneafinefs, tho' from' obfer- 
vation and an impreflion on my own mind,^ 
I could not avoid fufpe(5ting, fbe had ,been for 
^^^r^/^^^/rj under fome kin«i of preffure and 
lingular weighty affiiHion^ they no , explanation 
of it, until the very day of feperation, and 
after it had t^ken place ; and even then everjf 
precaution were taken on her part, fpr cpn-r

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(he had Jived nineteen years, a moft faithfuj^ 
tender, and obedient wife, never offending, 
except only in the article of Religion ; and 
during nineteen years, (or nearly) fhc after- 
wards liv'd fepcrate. She was never heard to 
name her Hufband, but in terms of the utnioft 
affedtion and regard, nor would even bear tp 
hear him mentioned with difrefp'c<3:,* by any 
other perfon. Should the reader enquire, -t- 
was this breach occafion'd onfy by her ferving 
the God, wJbom Daniel worJhip*d?—Xi\d no 
creature love Jleal between, and alienate Jier 
Hufband's ^ffeSions ? — Let fuch enquirer fuiV 
fer a veil to be drawn, deplore the depravity 
of human nature, and hear the language of 
this fervant of the Moft High, upon tenderly 
touching the fubjedt, yirhen writing a very few 
weeks after her ftperation ;-^I6ave confecrated^ 
faid fhe, the whole to Jilencd; my main, my prin^ 
cipal dejire is, my Hujband's happinefs; far 
dtvine Grace hath ke^t my mind frrnn^ feeling any 
unbecoming refentmeni : - ^nd as to Mifs — — . 
fo far from any emotions of refentmeni towards 
her, my heart doth yearn for her higheji good ; 
it is enough that rny fecord is on high ; my con-- 
folation and my joy is, to befeen and approved of 
God. / experienced his prefence going with me .; 
and when I was leaving every thing that was 
dear here below, I felt, I taJied,]Iwasfollow^ 
ing thee, oh my Saviour / and thyjmallftvll voice^ 
at the very fame inftant, faid^ it is great glory 
to follow GoD; and to receive from bim^ is long 
life.

Any further pafticularsi . might tend merely 
for indulging curiojity^ al)d be of no real ufe to 
the reader^ —The Lord is a God of knoivledge^ 
and by him aSlions are weighed : Therefore I 
proceed: to bbicrve> 'I was no lefs furprifed 
than aiffe<acd, at the unexpedied fituation of 
fo worthy^ a woman ; . and for whom I felt the 
tendered regard. My heart ycarn'd oyer her^ 
I niade;her an offer, and; on the evening of 
feperation (he commenced a bT>arder in my 
hpufe, tho' with muqh regret compell'd to 
part with her in 12 months afterwards, my 
family^, being encrcafed, and having only a 
fmall habitation, — She was now become ac- 
quainted with divers religious perfons, freely 
converfing with fuch of every denomination ; 
and thofe who knew the life of God in the foul, 
felt ani union with her fpirit, to whom flie 
often adminiflered cpnfolation and inf):ru6tion; 
.—but it is to be remark'd, the grpund and 
foundation of all her; friend (hipsj, was th? dif^ 
int erejled VoHt of God.>— She was^fingular for 
fympathy in diftrefs, and'whofoever might have 
been the. objedt, (he was afliduoufly , attentive 
whild the diftrefs continued ; but upon af- 
fording every aififtancc in her power, and it 
was : either* remov'd or reliev'd, her bufinefivfas 
done ; —all further correfpondence ceas'd; — an 
evident proof of defiring to do good f«r the 
{^kt of good ahne.^^To the poor (be was a 

conftant 
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con ftar^t Friend, fedth iTpiritual and tempofal. 
'— She vifited the Prijon^ znA frequently thofe 
under fentence of jdeath* and to^fuch flie felt 
a fympathetic anxiety for their eternal fafety^ 
and hSth been knoWri to fpend great part of 
feveral nights with iS&tfii^ in company With 
other perfons of piety. 

She regularly attended St. Petir's Bojpifal^ 
one day in every week, where the children 
had her particular attention. They feared and 
ioved her;.^— The fick^ both here and elfe- 
Where (he alfo vifited ; and attended in their 
laft moments, bkffed with the c6mfort of 
feeing fuch labors of love crowned with fuc- 
ccfs, by the peaceful dejparturc of many.-— 
Her income being harrow, and her defire of 
doing good, extcnfive, (he prevailed on' her 
particular friends to procure arid furnifli hel: 
witbi plain-work.-, and being a neat and quick 
work-woman, wi'ought much in this way, 
during feveral years, arid fo long as her ftrength 
and health would permit; whereby (he was 
enabled to ^relieve the vi^ants of many. But 
this erapl<^rocnti as* well as her good dfecds, 
were all. cffeflfcd y^ithfecrecy. ' 

I>ivtfte ttiJgioi!f9'peffons of different perfua- 
fions, ni^de prdpofals, aftd ^ycm]ii^' gladly h^^b 
taken her into their houfes, Wkbout gi'atuity 5 
but her inward direftof led her in 'tlie path of 
continual facrifice, prayer, and watchfulnefs % 
and fhe always with meeknefs and touch of 
fwectnefs in jier manner, declined fuch pro- 

pofals. 
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jiofals. — But fo apt was cenfure and mif-judg- 
ing to arife, in breafts that knew not the mo- 
tives and fccret fprings of her adions, that 
even fome profefors were weak enough to 
imagine, Ihe made croffes for hcrfelf.— It is 
well if fuch were acquainted with that hidden 
life, of whichjfiie fo largely partook, even that 
life which is hid with Chriji in God; and which 
was more than a compenfation to her, for all 
earthly comforts ; deeming it a particular ^r/- 
-vi/ege^ on all occalions, to rely upoa God her 
Redeemer, and by his fupport, take up Her 
daily crofs, and fimply follow liim* 

When vifitcd by her Friends, (he was always 
found cheerful, without complaints, full of 
love, peace, and joy ; and her conftant advice 
was, to look- unto Jesus as an ever-prefent and 
inward Saviour ; not expeding to find him in 
any outward form or mode whatever, but only 
and folely within their own hearts, the Temple 
wherein he delighteth to dwell; znd that this 
was the place where he would dired., guide, 
and inftrud them. — Her heart frequently over- 
flowed with the love of God, at which fea- 
fons, fhe vvould fpeak with amazing fluency, 
and with fuch divine power accompanying it, 
as to carry convidion, and bleflfed be God, 
was the means of reai converfion to many. 

- When calVd upon to vindicate the- caufe of 
him whom ihe loved, it was with aftonifliing 
-power j and was any thing faid, that tended 
to rob Gob of his glory, fhe was always 

H favor'd 
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favor'd with matter and cxpreflion, tl>at her 
adverfaries were unable to gainfay. — Her aim 
and drift was ever to fet forth t&e all of God, 
and nothingnefs of the creature ; not from fpe-^ 
culativc, head knowledge, but from a hirtb of 
the divine life in her own foul. And to thofc 
that were under difficulties, fiie would fay. 
Jit like Mary, at the feet ofjefus, but look for 
him within, and he will guide and deliver out of 
every Jin and difficulty. Many, very many, 
can teftify of the fpiritual benefit received un- 
der fuch advice. 

From the time of her feperation, fhe very 
feldom vifited any of her Friends," meerly for 
the fake of vijiting 'y and at length wholly de- 
clined fuch kind of vifits ; bearing, without 
any human alleviation, all the inconveniences 
attending her fituatioa. — Once at a Friend's 
houfe, {he took up a Bible, — and after her 
departure, was obferved, a pin left ftuck 
againft i Tim. v. 5, — ^Nowjhe that is a widow 
indeed, and defolate, trusteth in God, &c. 
without doubt intimating, that thefe words 
were applicable to herfelf.. 

After thefirft 12. months, there appeared to 
be the fecret hand .of Providence in her being 
obliged to remove from and to a variety of 
lodgings, until the laft 6 or 7 years of her life; 
giving an opportunity of converfing with per- 
fons of various- difpofitions and tempers, and 
no doubt with gracious defigns towards them -, 
but notwithftanding the fweetnefs of her na- 
tural 
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tural difpofition^ attempered with grace, ren- 
dering her life and converfation truly angelic^ 
the enmity of fallen nature was fo extremely 
ftubborn in fome perfons where (he reiided, 
that wilh all her Jabour and prayers, {he never 
could gain them 5 there were fome that even 
traduced her chara<2:er — and did not her Divine 
'Mafter experience the fame? — But, bleffed be 
God, there were others where her lot had 
fallen, pbferving her chafle converfation cou- 
pled with fear, that became real converts to 
Jesus Christ, and to whom her name re- 
mains .precious, * * 

Her laft rerhove was to an apartment in a 
fmall tenement in Horjield-laney leading to 
Kings down I this 9 (he often faid, was a place 
prepared for her by her heavenly Father ; calTd 
it her Bethel^ the ' Houfe of God, her gate to 
Heaven:, here (he refided upwards of 6 years, 
and from thence departed to eternal reft. — It 
was to this habitation I often repaired, when 
under fome peculiar affli£ting difpenfations, 
where her fympathifing bofom was like an 
affylum. Here I experienced many confola- 
tions and divine refre(hments, even fuch as 
enabled me to go on my way rejoicing. Oh 
•that every foul would tafte and fee for himfelf 
-how good is the Lord. — Eye hath notfeen, nor 
ear heard, nor hath it entered into the heart of 
the natural man to conceive, the good things that 
Qodhath in ft ore for them that love him.

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It now may be faid, without offending my 
dear Friend R. S. that I never conversed with 
a mind fo^wrj^^^/; her fpirit fcem'd to be all 
light and love-, it truly feem'd like Heaven 
opend on earth ; and tho' fhe herfelf was under 
great bodily fuffering, yet was cheerful, deem- 
ing it the appointed means for taking her 
home. During the laft 4 years and 3 months, 
ihe was entirely confined to . the houfe ; but 
whenever I faw her, her mind was preferv'd 
in an heavenly frame. Very few days pafs'd 
without my fending to, or hearing from her. 
But when her malady had encreafed to a high 
degree, and 'twas difficult for her to /peak 
louder than a whifper, fhe found it needful to 
exclude her religious friends, at leaft by feeing 
them very fcldom; and at length, with her 
ufual gentlenefs, (he entreated them wholly to 
forbear any further vilits ; which accounts for 
my not feeing her upwards of 2 years .previous 
to her laft illnefs. — This occafion'd ibme per- 
fons (without due reflexion) entertaining bard 
thoughts refpcding her condudl in this parti- 
cular : — But it may with truth be faid, (had it 
not been the cafe long before) that during fome 
few of the la/i years of her pilgrimage, flie was 
wholly dindfoiely given up to the operation^ ^ffift- 
ance and guidance of -her invifible divine Re- 
deemer, having not a wifli (refpeding fpiri- 
tuals) for help or comfort from any external 
means whatever ; —filence, and inward com- 
munion with her ever-prefent Friend, being 
her fole delight and comfort: For fhe had a 
bopey as an anchor of the foulj both Jure and 

ftedfaji.

latiori, finally compleated ; and that it may 
truly be affirmed, flic paffed through a refining 
procefs^ arid with Job, could fay, when he hath 
tried mSy IJhall come forth as gold. 

This muft be more or Icfs the experiehcei of 
every foul that entersr gldry, (landing as flue 
did, on the only fare foundation^ Christ* 
Jesus the Lord, the only folid fupportin dil^

— Obferving that flie had * 
then bef n two days in violent pain in her bow- 
els, unable to lie down, attended with an en- 
tire obftruftion of the paffages ; and that fhe

— I fat up with 
her that night, during which (he experienced 
viplent pain, the ftqppage continuing, and 
not any thing fhe took, had the leaft cffc(3: for 
jremoving it; notwithftanding which, her mind 
was preferved in great tranquility, and in a 
ftate of conftant prayer, frequently breaking 
out in the following expreffions — T^hy kingdom 
epme, thy will be done.

The 27th. The night preceding, flic fof- 
fcrcd much from a violent vomitiiig of putrid 
matter, which did not ccafc five minutes toge- 
ther, until fi}t a'clock this mofnittg.— She then 
defiired Nancy to pu4i on her cap,, and wafh her 
hands and' face.;^ and faid, thcw let us breakfaft 
together :— We accordingly had a moft com- 
Ibrtabk Break faft; and. I could not avoid re-^ 
marking, there was fomcthihg joyous- amongflr 
us, and about the room^ infomuch that f faidy 
it fiems to feel as if we were going to a wedding. 
I never remember her look more chefcffu'l ; her- 
countenance exceedingly animated) ^nd het^* 
eyes fparkling with joy; and continued con- 
vcrfing with, lis in the fame fwect frame of 
mind, until twelve at noon, with the freedom 
(f ajpirit rekafedof^ all its burthens: Nothing 
But heavenly love and heavenly joy: In (hort> it 
feemed to be a degree of rapturous enjoyment, 
fuchas language cannot exprcfs,and^foreta(le of 
that happincfsfhe wasfoon compleatly to poflefs.- 
-—She fpoke of refignation to the will of God 
with a voice £omeiodkms, that I foemyet to hear 
it. She alio repeated the foMowing lines from

She replied, it was not 
flcep, but that her mind w^ in a moft comfort^ 
able ft ate. --^hx tea time fhe further revived, 
tallying with us almoft an hour, cheerful and 
pltafant, but her breath now began to be af-^ 
feded, and her voice to fail.— In the morning 
of this day a hearfe and mourning coach pafs'd 
by the window, which flie obfcrving, £aid. 
Ah! I hope you will fbon have bccaiion to 
come here; and then added, Bleffed are the 
dead that die in the LORD. — The fame morn- 
ing flie likewife faid, / have been thinking of 
what Anna BvhhEii faid, when King Henry 
ordered her to be beheaded, -^t bat he had ghen 
her a lift tQ Heaven ; fo, faid flie, / have no 
reafon to complain of my Rtifbandi be has only 
given me a Itft to Heaven. 

The 28th> facr pain became very violent in 
her chefl. She compared it to a burning cauf- 
tic. S^e cQuld not fo much as tafte a tea* 

fpoonful 
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lpo6nful of wihe> or the fame quantity of* 
turn in water, it only cncrcafing the pain : So 
that 'twas manifeft her fpirits were not fup- 
portcd by any atttfidal cordial, though her 
Ipirits had never failed throughout thfs lad 
painful illncfs. Her fupport was -divine and 
JiipernaturaL'^^ht now i^cpeatcd the following 
text with remarkable energy,— F^^r ive kno^ 
that if our earthly houfe of this T^abernacle bi 
dijfolvedy we have a building of GOD ; an boufe 
not made with hands ^ eternal in the Heavens \ 
and then faid, pleafe to read the chapter ; — this 
being done, (he faid, That is ertough. Her 
mind was deeply centered in praydr^ and an 
awful folemnity covered thofe around her. 
She often repeating this paffage, — / know that 
my Redeemer livetb. — At twelve o^clock this 
night, her breath became much obftruded, 
and to appearance (he was near diflblution ; but 
revived again, and fpoke to us ; prefently fay- 
ing, deareft Lord, when jhall I come ? I faid, 
ray dear Friend, I thought juft now, thou was 
going.
